It. is probable that the eleventh 


district will be subdivided; Accord- 
ng to a recent census the first 'con- 
gressional district has .a '.population 
o* 252,448 as corn-pared with 213,608 
ten years ago. The second district, 
the sixth and the seventh and eighth 
districts will probably 
undergo

of the Wisconsin legislature at the 
next session. Tie large increase of 
expenses- at th« University of Wis- 
consin and the c*" for upwards of 
?1 6,000,000 for 
the next biennium 


will make it necessary for some 
plans to be made for reducing the 
expenses. The state board of cdri- 
cation will probably submit a plan 
to the legislature for the establish- 
ment of junior colleges In several 
different cities of the state. These 
junior colleges could be operated m 
connection with His schools and will 
probably perform the first two years 
o£ college work. 


When this matter was first talked 


or' two years ago the cities of Osh- 
ko&h, Raciiie, Superior, Dau Claire, 
La •Crosse and Milwaukee were men- 
tioned as probable centers for junior 
high schools. It was then thought 
possible that the first junior college 
in the state would be established at 
Racine where
